2. On 16 April 1953 ERNST and Frau WEBER fouidod the corporation Deutscher Buch- 
ring at the office offthe Notary Publ i C *P r -) Muirtfth f Nmih^aaratrfmqft 
l6^H . < »i * ) fr grhfir I publisher, Hurtle h/Allach> Trumppetraane 7, was in- 
stalled as Injector Jbf the Deutscher Buohring, G.n.b.H, This arrangement made it 
definite that the snares of the Company would be in Dr. BOHNENBERGER's control. This 
is the explanation which BOHNENBBRGER made to the Industrie und Handel skamaer, Munich. 

3. The undertaking encompasses: book publishing, guide books, export and retail 

book sales, i.e., especially those activities carried out under he former private 
firm known as Deutscher Buchring, ERNJT & Co. 

A. Among other things the contract states that: in the evens that there is more 

than one director of the organisation, two of these together or one together with an 
agent with power of attorney have right of representation. In the event of liquida- 
tion of the corporation, any one single director has the right Of sole representation 
and authority. 

5. Each of the associates in the corporation, i.e., ERNST and WEBER, hold ori- 
ginal shares in the amount of EM 10,000 (a total of DH 20,000). The original company 
shares were arranged in such a way that the associates were able to carry over the 
assets and liabilities of the private firm ERNST k Co. when the Deutscher Buchring 
G.m.b.H., was formed.

H The turnover of the fins KRN3T & Co. in 1952 amounted to DM 216,000, 

In March 1953, i.e,, shortly before the formation of the firm Deutscher 
Buchring, the turnover was DM 34,000. The firm engaged approximately 
twenty-five employees. At this time there were approximately 20,000 
members who had taken out subscriptions. By means of a loan of DM 
250,000 obtained in April or May, about 30,000 more members were to 
be gained. Another 30,000 subscriptions were to be allotted through 
the Lesering das Bertelaannbuch (sic). These subscribers are 
scattered all over Germany. Through these means the Deutscher Buch- 
ring hopes to reach a membership of 80,000.“ 

The strength of the membership to date has not yet been made known.
